31-50. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record (WO 99/66894) and/or (DE 199 36 442 Al) do not teach 
or disclose a dyeing composition, a process for the oxidation dyeing of keratin fibers or a multi- 
compartment kit comprising the compound of the claimed formula (I), in which R6 is chosen 
from linear and branched C1-C4 alkyl radical substituted with at least one radical chosen from 
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hydroxyl, Cl-C2alkoxy, amino, Cl-C2(di)alkylamino, carboxy, acylamino, 
(di)hydroxyalkylaminoradicals and 2-(2-hydroxyethyloxy)ethyl radicals as required in the recent 
amended claims. Further, the closest prior art of record (WO 99/66894) and/or (DE 199 36 442 
Al) do not teach or disclose 6-alkoxy-2,3-diaminopyridine compound of the claimed formula (I), 
in which R6 is chosen from linear and branched C1-C4 alkyl radical substituted with at least one 
radical chosen from hydroxyl, Cl-C2alkoxy, amino, Cl-C2(di)alkylamino, carboxy, acylamino, 
(di)hydroxyalkylaminoradicals and 2-(2-hydroxyethyloxy)ethyl radicals as required in the recent 
amended claim. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been 
obvious in the art of keratinous fibers dyeing formulation or in the art of synthesis of 
diaminopyridine derivatives.
